higher than in January 1996. 


The number of Australian residents returning from short-term visits overseas rose by 
106% from the previous month co 39,040, the highest in 15 months. This was 7% higher 
than in January 1996. Overseas visitors arriving in Western Australia for short-term visits 


dropped by 40% from December 1996 burt was still up by 22% on a year ago. 


The number of long-term residents returning to Western Australia in January 1997 fell by 
40% fram the previous month to a comparabie level of January 1996. Long-term overseas 


visitors jumped by 278% on December 1996 and were up by 27% on January 1996. 


Total departures in January 1997 fell by 16% from the previous month but were 13% 


higher than in January 1996, 


The number of short-term departures of Australian residents dropped by 33% on 
December 1996 but were still up by 21% on January 1996.

‘There were 11,980 short-term departures from Western Australia of Australian residents 
for holidays abroad in January 1997. This is 6,970 residents or 37% less than departed in 
December 1996, but 2,320 residents or 24% more than departed in January 1996. 


Compared with December 1996, only Thailand received more short-term Australian 
holidaymakers. Departures to Thailand increased by 14% whilst the number of 
holidaymakers to the United Kingdom and ireland fell by 62%, the United States by 60%, 
Malaysia 45% and New Zealand 41%. 


Indonesia remains Western Australia's favourite holiday destination. Of the total of 
11,980 departures, 5,240 persons or 44% chose Indonesia as their holiday destination. 
Although departures to Indonesia fell by 1,190 persons or 18% on December 1996,

ANALYSIS OF TABLE 9.2 
GSP grew by a modest 0.4% in the December quarter, continuing a pattern of declining 
growth evident over the previous three quarters. Growth through the year to December 
quarter 1996 was 4.1%. Wages, salaries and supplements grew by 1.0% in the December 
quarter to be 5.5% higher than in the same quarter of the previous year, Gross operating 
surplus increased by 0.1% in the December quarter following similarly weak growth in 
the September quarter, Modest grawth of 4.3% was achieved through the year to 
December quarter 1996. Indirect taxes less subsidies fell in each of the last three 
quarters, with the December quarter declining by 0.6%. A fall of 2.4% was recorded 
through the year to December quarter 1996,
